Sierra Madreans contemplate 
lawsuit against film makers 


If asked to participate in a lawsuit against 
LDL, original makers of the film “Testament” 
that was shot earlier this year in Sierra Madre, 
Miguel Angel Morales says he will join them. 

He explains that he knows of three indi¬ 
viduals who are thinking of bringing suit against 
LDL. He did not wish to identify the indivi¬ 
duals. 

What are the charges to be brought against 
the film company headed by Lynne Littman? 

“Misrepresentation,” Morales, a Sierra Mad- 
rean, answers. “The whole purpose of the film 
changed from an educational film to be aired by 
Public Broadcasting System to a commercial ven¬ 
ture that will net millions of dollars. There will 
be conflict with Screen Actors’ Guild (SAG) 
since actor members of that group were not 
used. Instead, the film company took advantage 
of volunteers in Sierra Madre. Members of SAG 
are paid $150 and up just to be an extra. 
We have thousands of actors trying to make a 
living. Those people came here under pretense and 
got something free.” 

Morales continues, “The town should get 
compensated. City hall has the responsibility to the 
town. The film company was licensed as a non¬ 
profit group. They were charged less than they 
were supposed to pay because they said they 
were a nonprofit group. There was disruption of 
traffic and on the whole city for the time the 
company was here making the film.” 

Morales says he talked with City Administ¬ 
rator Jim McRea who believes “the city was 
not taken for a ride.” Morales disagrees, “I 


think the city was taken for a ride. Any organi¬ 
zation could do the same. Think of the hours 
that were involved with policemen and firemen. 
Even if the company paid the bill, there was 
disruption (within the city during the filming). 
City residents should get compensated.”

I tried to hold on, then a lady came flying over 
me. I thought ‘Am I going to black out?’ But 
1 didn’t, and the next thing to do was try to get 
out.” 

Ida Fridenberg, of Piggott, Ark., mother of 
Jerry Fridenberg of Sierra Madre, began her 19(X)- 
mi. trip early Saturday morning via the Amtrak 
Eagle which was destined for the accident that 
received national press coverage. She was in one 
of the four cars that overturned while going 75 
mph. The accident was reportedly caused by a 

broken rail. .... ^ , 

Four people were killed in the derailment 

and 73 were injured. Neither of the women was 
among those. 

Fridenberg, a retired registered nurse, said 


that for a few minutes immediately after the crash 
their legs were pinned under the seat. Somehow 
they extricated themselves and crawled into the 
luggage area, then climbed out of the large window 
at the end of the car. The only luggage they had 
were their overnight bags and purses, and these 
went with them when they dropped “eight to 
10 feet to the ground.”

An American Cancer Society fact 
sheet tells us of the great dangers — the 
fires — of smoking, and the society Is 
sponsoring the Great American Smoke- 
out, set for today, Thursday, Nov. 17. 

We are getting behind this plan to 
encourage smokers to give up cigarettes 
for 24 hours. The 1983 goal of the Great 
American Smokeout, being chaired 
nationally by Larry Hagman of the tele¬ 
vision series “Dallas,” Is to get at least 
one In every five smokers In this country 
to give up cigarettes for 24 hours. 

In 1982, Just over 19 million American 
smokers attempted to give up “coffin 
nails,” as cigarettes are called, on the 
day of the Smokeout. According to a 
survey conducted by the Gallup organiza¬ 
tion, 4.5 million smokers succeeded for 
a full 24 hours. 

On to 11 days later, 2.3 million 
smokers reported still not smoking. 

The general goal of the Great Ameri¬ 
can Smokeout Is to give smokers a chance 
to prove to themselves that they can 
quit smoking. Many of them will say, 
“Oh, I can quit anytime. I Just don’t want 
to right now.” Maybe they Just need 
encouragement. 

For those of us with many smokers 
for friends, we appeal to them to give It 
up for one day. 

At the Sierra Madre News, no 
smoking will be allowed on the premises 
for a day, to help our smoking friends 
through one clear breathing day without 
fire for a 24-hour period. Join us.

Testament — 
Educational or 
commercial? 

Last December we were 
informed by L.D.L. 
Films of their intention 
of filming a movie in 
our city of Sierra Mad¬ 
re. A movie which would 
be educational, a movie 
that would inform the 
people of the dangers of 
a nuclear confrontation. 

Allow me to say that 
every time a movie com¬ 
pany arrives for filming 
they first need to get a 
permit from City Hall 
for using our facilities. 
A fee of $200 for the 
first day and all sub¬ 
sequent days are charged 
at $75. This does not 
include the fee for the 
Police Department, which 
controls the traffic, and 
the Fire Department. 

Continuing my inves¬ 
tigation, I was told by 
James McRea, our City 
Administrator, that the 
company in question ob¬ 
tained a reduction of 
the fees since it was a 
non-profit organization. 
According to the City’s 
records, the company did 
pay less than other film 
companies since it was 
educational material and 
would soon be shown on 
P.B.S. 

With this principle in 
mind and the desire to 
help the community with 
this educational project, I 
contacted Miss Cheryl 
Cutler of L.D.L. to offer 
my assistance and to write 
a story of this matter 
for my radio station. 
After conversing with 
her, I loaned several ra¬ 
dios for the radio room 
of actor Leon Ames 
where he transmitted his 
CQ’s all over the world.> 
All this was done con¬ 
fiding that the finished 
product would benefit 
our community and 
others as seen through 
P.B.S. 

I have also found out 
that the private cemetery 
where some scenes were 
filmed could have re¬ 
ceived some monetary re¬ 
muneration. Equally the 
organization for senior 
citizens through which 
volunteer work was so¬ 
licited. Volunteers were 
also solicited at meetings 
where the citizens were 
informed of their need 
for church scenes where 
lunch would be included 
but payment would not 
be given. 

All of this is fine when 
a community volunteers 
their time and effects 
under the pretence of an 
educational non-profit 


project for P.B.S. tele¬ 
vision. 

Allow me to say that 
as a member of AFTRA 
and with the understan¬ 
ding of the pay system 
of SAG (Screen Actors 
Guild), anyone called to 
record a commercial or 
to be part of a film is 
paid between $150 and 
$300 for their first ap¬ 
pearance daily even 
though nothing was re¬ 
corded or filmed due to 
technical problems. 

The past 26th of Oc¬ 
tober I assisted the pre¬ 
miere for the press of 
a new and sensational 
film soon to be released 
world wide — according 
to Paramount. To my 
surprise, the movie being 
presented was none other 
than “Testament.” The 
same film that I loaned 
equipment to, the same 
film that many citizens 
volunteered their time, 
the same film that inter¬ 
rupted our normal daily 
routines at home. I be¬ 
lieve a conflict exists with 
the film’s original inten¬ 
tions and the finished 
product. This movie has 
been commercialized and 
will be distributed world 
wide and we will see it 
at the box offices for 
anywheres between $6 to 
$7. (If you have paid 
more, I don’t think it 
was worth it). As of 
the moment we have not 
heard anything from the 
L.D.L. Films company 
about their original pur¬ 
pose and the finished 
product or whether due 
to the contrary, they 
would remunerate all vo¬ 
lunteers.

Beaujolais 
Nouveau 1983 

“11 est arrive!” By Jean Burggren 

In Paris, November 15 is second only 
to Bastille Day for celebrating a very 
special occasion, the day the Beaujolais Nou¬ 
veau goes on sale. Officially Beaujolais Nou¬ 
veau must be kept in its native region 
until that dale, but the minute the clock 
strikes midnight on the 14th, hundreds of 
barrels of the fresh, high-spirited new wines 
are rushed to Paris. When Parisians awake 
on the 15lh, they are as exuberant as their 
new red wine. Streets are closed to traffic, 
great wooden kegs are set out on the side¬ 
walks and the Parisians make the rounds 
of the cafes and bars, sipping, swirling and 
savoring the deliciously fruity and brilliant 
red wine. 

The Paris firm Nicolas is generally credited 
with launching Beaujolais Nouveau in France, 
and it became popular in Paris when Bor¬ 
deaux prices sky-rocketed and, as head of 
the firm, Jean Nicolas explains, “Beaujolais 
is easy to drink because it has much less 
tannin and it’s inexpensive.” The Parisians 
fell in love with the new wine and today 
the enfant terrible is a la mode everywhere, 
the darling of Paris. 

What is Beaujolais and how did it become 
so popular and how did any unpretentious 
country wine make it so big? Produced from 
Camay grapes, Beaujolais is a light wine 
with a short life and low alcohol content. 

It is not aged, and is usually bottled right 
after fermentation. It needs no formal in¬ 
troduction as do the great wines of France — 
you don’t have to be particularly knowledge¬ 
able about it to enjoy it. You are on a 
first-name basis with Beaujolais, it is ideal 
for instant intimacy. Unlike the Burgundies 
and Bordeaux that must be sipped, Beaujolais 
is for quaffing, relaxing and to forget the 
familiar wine rituals. This informality makes 
it a favorite with people who would rather 
drink wine than talk about it. 

Southern California might not slop work¬ 
ing when the 1983 Nicolas Beaulolais Nouveau 
arrives via special air freight shipment but 
the lively Nouveau will be celebrated by 
many wine lovers.

And if the town does not agree? “There is 
a little bit of romanticism. The people are saying 
‘Our town will be in a movie, therefore, the 
movie is great, terrific.’ No, I don’t think the 
movie is that terrific. Even though the drama is 
good, I question the delivery. The message was not 
delivered in the proper way.” 

He continues, “I believe in voluntarism — 
I’m not letting the volunteers in this town down. 

I think LDL should step out and say, ‘Look, 
Sierra Madre, we want to compensate you. The 
whole purpose of the movie has changed’.” 

What is Morales’ interest? “As a reporter 
to get across the message: don’t let yourselves 
be used by someone who comes to town under 
false pretenses. Yes, I will join the people in 
the lawsuit if I am invited.” 

Morales is particularly unhappy about loaning 
the company two .short wave radios for the Leon 
Ames segments of “Testament.” He .says he would 
have charged them if they had identified themsel¬ 
ves as being a commercial entity. Morales also 
pointed out the number of Sierra Madreans who 
had loaned countless props at no remuneration 
from the company. 

Morales brings up another point: How will 
PBS feel about the $500,(XX) grant given the com¬ 
pany now that “Testament” has been picked up 
by Paramount Studios as a commercial venture? 
They will surely feel exploited, also, he believes. 
“People don’t give grants to commercial ventures.” 

Morales was born in Chile and came to the 
U.S. in 1973. He is presently news editor of 
KWKW, “La Mexicana,” a Pa.sadena radio station 
in Spanish that reaches out to the Spanish popu¬ 
lation in Southern California. 

He graduated from the University of Chile 
and joined the customs police force. He was due 
for training in drug enforcement but with the 
change in the national Chilean government, the 
training never came. He has worked for several 
radio stations here and in Washington State and 
joined the Air Force through the National Guard. 
He joined Lotus Corporation as operations manager 
and program director, then worked for WMDO in 
Washington, D.C. before coming to KWKW, a sis¬ 
ter station. 

Morales is married to a former student, Blanca, 
and they have a son, Patrick.
